There’s No Need for Alarm But 
You Can‘t Be Too Cautious Either’ 

Parents need not be unduly alarmed by the postpone- 
ment of Red Cross swim classes at Chaffey plunge. There is 
positively no epidemic in the West End, although several 
childrefi are now under observation because they have been 
in contact with others who now have the malady. 

Dr. Calvert L. Emmons, St oe officer, who rec- 
ommended the action taken by the Upland and Ontario 
Red Cross chapters, points out that it would be advisable to 
keep children out of crowded areas and away from strange 
places as much as possible. Because it is believed that irri- 
tations in the respiratory system make one susceptible to 
polio, the postponement of the swimming classes was recom- 
mended. Dr. Emmons points out that getting water in the 
nose’ or throat could conceivably irritate the respiratory 
passages atid leave the child open for possible polio germs. 
He feels that it would be better for the present to dispense 
withthe classes and possibly resume them later when all 
danger of epidemic has passed. 

One thing should be made perfectly clear. The action 
taken"by the Red Cross chapters is not towards any existing 
epidemic because none exists here. It is merely a preventive 
meagure that is hoped will help in preventing an epidemic 
from: gaining hold in the community. Cooperation of par- 
ents in all the suggested precautions published in The Daily 
New$-Herald yesterday will go a long way in holding .the 
dreaded disease in check. 

Rémember, there is no need to be alarmed. But at 
the same time, you can’t be too cautious. These summer 
months seem to breed the polio germ and only by exer- 
cising- every precaution can we hope to keep the number 
of cases at the barest minimum.

Hatiy Truman Throws First Political 
‘Strike’ in Calling Special Session 


Candidate Harry S.* Truman threw the first “strike” in 
the coming presidential campaign last night when he called 
for Coigress to convene for special session on July 26. He 
hopes«by this action to put the Republicans on the defensive 
and }férce them to live up to their platform pledges even 
beforee they have had an opportunity to assume complete 
nationgl power. 

Flrat Mr. Truman’s call for the legislators to convene is 
a polilical move, not even the most rabid Democrat can 
deny, *.Thrown in with his acceptance speech at a political 
convention removes any possible doubt that may have ex- 
isted‘in the minds of the ‘American people, 

Mr. Truman, in.a fighting speech made it perfectly clear 
that he intends to put up a vigorous and determined cam- 
paigy for his re-election. Although many people already 
see him as a defeated candidate, Mr. Truman nevertheless 
seemg to be convinced that he will be returned to the 
presidency for another four years. Calling Congress into 
special session obviously is the first step in his strategy. 

Republicans will, undoubtedly, be quick to point out 
that the matter of high prices and housing have been with 
us fog quite sometime, even before the election of a Republi- 
can Congress in 1946. They would do well to remind Mr. 
Truman that, while he may have recommended he did not 
urge ‘too strongly the legislation that he deems pressing 
enough now to reconvene Congress. But what makes it 
even worse is the fact that his emphasis last night was that 
he wuts calling Congress back in order to force the Re- 
‘publieans to make good their platform promises even be- 
fore the election. He did not stress or even mention that 
there-was a “crisis” which needed immediate action and 
certainly any interpretation of the U.S. constitution would 
indicate that special sessions are only intended for emer- 
gency reasons. The only emergency, apparently, existing 
for Mr. Tfuman is the very good possibility that he will 
not be returned to the White House in November. 

It{ is doubtful that the American people will fall for the 
obvious political trick of Mr. Truman and his associates. 
For itis not in keeping with American traditions and ideals 
that o@ President seeking re-election use his executive powers 
to enhance the cause of his candidacy. For Mr. Truman 
well Knows that it will be a complete waste of the American 
taxpayer's dollar to bring back a recalcitrant Congress with 
whony he couldn't get along even during the regular ses- 
sion. rIt's politics and the American people better be well 
awara of it.
